G.S.R. 1598..—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309, read 
with clause (5) of article 148, of the Constitution and all other powers enabling him in 
this behalf and after consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India, the 
President hereby makes the following rules to regulate the transfer, to the Posts and 
Telegraphs Department, of persons appointed to posts in the Indian Audit and Accounts 
Department (Accountant General, Posts and Telegraph), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Indian Audit 
and Accounts Department (Accountant General, Posts and Telegraphs) Transfer of Officers 
and Other Staff Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of March. 1968, 

2. Transfer.—As and when the accounting work relating to th* Telecommunications 
Branch of the Posts and Telegraphs Department is transfered from the Indian Audit anti 
Accounts Department (Accountant General, Posts and Telegraphs) to the Posts and Tele¬ 
graphs Department (in accordance with the decision communicated by the letter of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) 
No. F.l(44)-B/67, dated the 1st March, 1968), the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
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India, or any other person authorised by him in this behalf (hereinafter referred to as the 
‘authorised officers’), may transfer such of the officers or other statf under the control 
of the Accountant General, Posts and Telegraphs, as he may th'nk fit, to the Posts and 
Telegraphs Department, on such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and the Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Department of Communications : 

Provided that an officer or other member of the staff so transferred shall, as far as 
possible, be a person who, at the time of the transfer, is engaged in the accounting work 
relating to the Telecommunications Branch of the Posts and Telegraphs Department or has 
experience in such work for over a year ; 

Provided further that the terms and conditions agreed upon in relation to the officers 
or other staff so transferred shall not be less favourable to them than those to which they 
were entitled immediately before such transfer. 

3. Transfer* made on or after 1st March, 1968, to the effective.—Every transfer of 
an officer or other member of the staff of the Indian Audit and Accounts Department 
(Accountant General, Posls and Telegraphs) to the Posts and Telegraphs Department in 
connection with the accounting work relating to the Telecommunications Branch of Ihe 
Posts and Telegraphs Department, made by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India 
or the authorised officer, on or after the 1st day of March, 1968, but before the date of 
publication of these rules in the Gazette of India, shall be deemed to have been made in 
pursuance of these rules.
